REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for the allowance of the claims in this case is the inclusion of 
the claimed limitations of a graphical user interface that enables a user of the tool to 
create diagrams of a financial scenario conceived by the user on a screen where the 
interface enables the creation of a financial scenario diagram by allowing the user to 
define parties in the financial scenario, add them to the display in the form of graphical 
party objects, define financial instruments in the financial scenario, add them to the 
display in the form of graphical financial objects which show a physical connection on 
the diagram between pairs of the graphical party objects in the diagram, and indicate 
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flow directions on the diagram between pairs of the graphical party objects for an 
obligation related to the financial instrument connecting the pairs; where a software 
engine creates a mathematical model for the financial scenario using data collected by 
the engine during the creation of the diagram which includes creating variables and 
mathematical relationships between variables based on content of the diagram; where 
the diagram and the model are linked with the tool and the user interface enables the 
user to make changes to the objects in the diagram which corresponding changes are 
made by the engine to the mathematical model; and where the user interface enables 
the user to perform an analysis of the financial scenario using the created mathematical 
model by changing values for the created variables within the mathematical model and 
viewing a result determined by the mathematical model which are included in all the 
independent claims and which is not found in the prior art of record.

US Patent 5572644, inventor Liaw et al., discloses a financial scenario modeling 
and analysis tool, but does not disclose a tool enabling a user to create a diagram of a 
financial scenario conceived by the user on a screen along with creating a mathematical 
model where the creation of the model includes creating variables and mathematical 
relationships between variables based on the content of the diagram. 
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WO 97/38383, inventor Rohde, discloses a tool for determining financial 
instruments to fund a loan, but does not disclose the claimed tool enabling a user to 
create a diagram of a financial scenario conceived by the user on a screen along with 
creating a mathematical model where the creation of the model includes creating 
variables and mathematical relationships between variables based on the content of the 
diagram. 

21 st Century; Money, Banking and Commerce, author Vartanian, discloses the 
practice of diagramming financial relationships, but does not disclose the claimed tool 
enabling a user to create a diagram of a financial scenario conceived by the user on a 
screen along with creating a mathematical model where the creation of the model 
includes creating variables and mathematical relationships between variables based on 
the content of the diagram.
